The K.B. Clark Psychology Club was established at Dillard university in 1968. Its founders, a devout 
group of psychology majors at the time, were concerned with the social well-being of Negroes in their 
day. Their major thrust was to become more aware of and help alter the state of the people in the 
community. Today, the club is geared to exposing up and coming psychologists to the “real world.” The 
psychology club was named after the most aspiring young black psychologist of that time, Kenneth B. 
Clark.
